The 8nlijrrt of Extriulill- n. 
W a s h i n g t o n , May oth.—The dispxtrh 
from Rondo, stjting that the State Depart­ 
ment hau. OLiolicited, ufiar-d to test by state 
or nalionbl law the possibility of bringing 
charge» of conspiracy against some of the 
dynamite plotter», has mcde some talk h «re, 
but it is generally regarded a» a roorback. 
Even a conspiracy againnt the U: ited States 
Government, unaccomnasiel by any- overt 
act, would not bs an i IF rasa against; ur laws, 
and, so far as the public is aware, the only 
overt act commit ed 1 y the dynamite plotters 
in this country is that of embarking on 
British steamers for England. The collector 
of skirmishing fu-.ds migbt be brought under 
tbe neutrality law-., but m«n t cf the money 
collected in the Uuitnd Slate» by Li»h pa­ 
triots has bee", os eo-ibly at least, for the 
legitimate work of tbe Rv.d L ague, and idl 
of i; might • asi'y be made to appesr to have 
been given for some innocent purpose. That 
the Government is goicg to eeek to pnui-h 
Irish Americans for pa-ring the Hat arcuadis 
not deemed very probable. There is ot-^ as­ 
pect of the matter which has not received 
mnch attention. In order to secure the Ge­ 
neva indemnity of §15,500,000 the United 
States Government insisted on rules for the 
conduct of a neutral which were more etrin- 
gent than those which had previously been 
generally recognized. After several years of 
negotiation this Government induced Eng­ 
land to assent to the famous three rules, aud 
to pay a heavy fine fcr having ten years ago 
violated tham. These rules have no bearing 
on the pending questions, but a pertinent 
fact is that the Government has insisted on 
increasing the responsibility of neutrals in 
cases of war or rebellion. Consequently 
England perhaps thicks she has the right to 
demand more of the United States than it 
had before the treaty ot Washington. 
Of Interest to l*o-tmasters. 
W a s h i n g t o n , May 5th.—Quite a flurry was 
created near the close of bu-duees in the Post­ 
office Department by the disc .very that, by 
aa error in the postal regulation bill passed 
by Cot gross last session, the adjustment of 
the salaries of postmasters during the past 
two month» i» entireiy erroce-ma. It is stated 
by an oflicial cf the department that the 
amendment made to the law rrqniring a re­ 
duction fmm three to two cents per half 
ounce on first-class matter did not take into 
account fourth-class office», but aprdied only 
to the first th- ee grade.’. Nearly 25.000 post­ 
masters of the fourth class will be affected hy 
the law if it is as is reported to be, for it goes 
into effsct from tbe date of its passage. 
Should this hold good, thousands of fourth- 
class p.-stofficas w uld continue their sales of 
three-cent stamp ■, shewing a decided i- creasa, 
and be mado Presidential offices till October 
1, 1883, when their receipts would be lessened 
by the ojoeration of the reduced postage law. 
It is alleged that the error was made in print­ 
ing the bill, and the original will be hunted 
nil to-morrow among the files. Should the 
error prove true, all work done in making al­ 
lowances to postmasters since Cocgreis ad­ 
j m rrtd would have to be reviewed, and con­ 
siderable time would thus be wasted.

C h ic a g o , May 5lb.—Six thousand people 
wilnifsed the formal cpeniog game of the 
League series in this city to-day, on tfje 
grounds of the Chicago Baseball Club. The 
Detrciis won the game in the ninth inning, 
with cne run to spare. The grounds partake 
of the character cf an amphitheater, being 
completely housed in. Tho grounds are so 
arranged that no one save the players can ap­ 
pear upon any portion of theni. Above the 
grand stand prjper is a row of b xes for the 
use of the prees and those attending in par­ 
ties. The grand stand and all other portions 
of the inclosing woodwork have been richly 
decorated, so that the view from any point is 
pfeasing to the eye. The game was sharply 
contested fill toward the cfose, and after the 
third man should have been out by fly to the 
left field dropped by Dalrymple, a single 
and double following gave victory to the vis­ 
itors.

Ben. BoUaday's Will. 
N ew Y ork, May 5th.—In the year 1871 
Benjamin Holliday, the well.kmjwn expresi- 
rnaB, conveyed to his wife. Natty A. C., prop­ 
erty in Westchester county known as the 
Ophir farm, upon condition that she ehould 
execute her will giving the property back to 
him at her death. This was acceptable to 
the wife, and the deed aud will were drawn 
hy the Bame attorney and executed Fy the. 
parties at the same time. In 1873. shortly 
before her death, the wife made another will, 
whereby she gave ail the property to her chil­ 
dren aud other heirs. Both wills were subse­ 
quently presented for probate to the Suir«>- 
gate cf Westchester county, who rej cfed the 
second will and admitted the first. Holliday 
then mcUgsged ths property to the Mutual 


Life Insurance Company of New York for 
§100,000, of which eurn §48,000 was employed 
in clearing off the previous incumberances. 
This was subsequently foreclosed and the 
prcpsrtysold under n decree of the Court 
and bought in by the company. The de­ 
visees under the second "will of Mrs. Holli­ 
day are still making their claim thereunder 
to rights in the property. The company 
brought suit in tho Supreme Court to have it 
declared void, as it was casting a cloud on 
their title. This suit was brought to trial in 
in a special term of the Court before Judge 
Van Verst, without a jury, and that Judge 
yesterday rendered a decision in favor of the 
pleintiff. Ophir farm ba3 been leased for 
some years to Garret Roach, son of John 
Roach, the steamship builder. 
Faber and Capital. 
B eadinc (Pa.), May 5th.—The Philadel­ 
phia and Reading r.olling Mills shat down 
to-day for one week on account of the de­ 
pression iu trade aud lack of orders. The 
puddlers at the Reading Iron Works, who 
had a?ked for an advance iu wages from §3 50 
to §3 75 per ton, and were refused, now offer 
to return to work at the rid rates if paid 
semi monthly. The company hrids the mat­ 
ter under advisement. 
M inneapolis (Minn.), May 5 b .— The 
strike on the Manitoba read has ended. 
CHICAGO, May 5;h.—A number of. confer­ 
ences between the striking bricklayers and 
their employers have taken plací the past 
two days, aLd as a conscqnenca it is confi­ 
dently snnounced the men wili return to work 
next Monday. It is contended that con­ 
cessions have been made ou both side», but 
the men will probably receive all they de­ 
manded in point of wrgeo, namely. §4 per 
day. It is rs'imated lhat whil6 buitding hss 
been seriously retarded, tbe strike will have 
no bearing in the senss of limiting the num­ 
ber cf structures contemplated, 
Tlie Plundered Paymaster. 
St. I.OUI9, May 5th.—A dispatch from 
Fort Worth says that Major Wasson, th» 
army paymaster, who was robbed on a Texas- 
Pacific train a few nights ago, is there, aiding 
the detectives in ferreting out the robbers. 
Wasson’s valise wa3 found near the railroad 
track, cut opea and rifled of its contents. 
Two framps were arrested at Cleborne, hav­ 
ing in their possession §900 in gold and notes 
of large denomination», which is regarded ns 
a good clue. Another man has been arrested 
p.t Albany who, it is believed, was one of the 
robbers. It is considered almost certain that 
Was3on wa» folio*ed by “ crooks” from Gal­ 
veston who knew ha bad money. 
An Aged Millionaire Arrested. 
N ew \o u k , May 5th,—George Brisbane, a 
retired millionaire, 71 years of age, has been 
arrested iu^Brooklyn, on a charge cf libeling 
Iiedilia Brisbane, the wife cf his brother. It 
appears the family was left a large amount of 
property, and the brothers have been in liti­ 
gation over it during the past forty years. 
Several suits are still pending in different 
Courts. The accused wrote Mrs. Brisbane a 
letter, in which he alleged sha was not mar­ 
ried to his brother, and charged bigamy. She 
has begun a nuit for §50,000 age.inst him. 
The accused gave bail to await the action of 
the Grand Jury on the charge, 
Tbe K.triholdi Statue. 
New Y ork, May 5lh.—General Stone, late 
of the Egyptian army, who has been appointed 
engineer for the erection of the Bartholdi 
statue on Bedloc’s I land, said to-day that 
he would commence excavations for the 
foundation of the pedestal on Wednesday 
r.ext, in tbe middle of Fort Wood. He has 
already sunk two shafts, and will excavate 
an area of sixty-f our rquare feet to a depth 
4>f fifteen feet. This will be filled with con­ 
crete. The committee in ehsrge of the work 
have on hand §100,000. Among the messages 
received is or e from A. C. Houston, of Casa 
Grande, Arizona, staling that Arizona wifi 
raise the sum needed for the pedestal if New 
York declines. 
Close of tbe Great Dramatic Festival. 
Cincinnati, May 5th.—The dramatic fes­ 
tival closed to night with a repetition of 
“ Othellr,” with the same cast as on Thurs­ 
day n’ght. Iu the afternoon "Romeo and 
Juliet ” was presented, with Mary Anderson 
as Juliet and Lawrence Barrett as Romeo. 
McCullough was cast as Mercurio, but was 
excused, and his place taken by Louis James. 
At both performances tho honss was crowded. 
Eight p- f*viuan cs have been given to houses 
averaging 5. XX). The finsneial success is cer­ 
tain, end the association has on band the 
scenerv and property, which cost from §20,­ 
000 to §40,000. 
Irealis of the Lightning. 
WrLKESBASRE (P».), May 5th,—Careful 
investigation shows that lightning struck the 
wire of the bell rope at the Stanton shaft, 
and passing down into the mine ignited the 
gas. There was a similar occurrence during 
the storm !a t night at the Franklin Coal 
Company’s slope, demolishing a vast amount 
of timber work iu the pit and doing much 
damage to tbe workings. Had the slope been 
in operation there wouid have been a serious 
loss of life. 
The Fate or Three Miners. 
K alam azoo (Mich.), May 5th.—A special 
from Ishpeming, in the Lake Superior iron 
region, says : Two men were killed at the 
Champion mina last night, being knocked , 
from the skip into the shaft by fading ice. 
They were dashed to pieces at the bottom of 
the pit. A fireman at the Mitchell mine was 
buried by a run last night, and it will take 
several days to recover him. All three leave 
larga families dependent upon them for sup­ 
port. Governor Stanford Improving. 
New Y ork, M .y 5 h. — The Sun this 
morning announces that Governor Stanford 
has so far recovered as to bo able to make ar­ 
rangements to return to California, and in­ 
quiry at his residence this afternoon elicited 
tlie information that the Governor has been 
in bed eight weeks with muecuUr rheuma­ 
tism and neuralgia, and is now steadily im­ 
proving, but was unable to see visitors. 
The Supreme Court. 
W ashington, May 5th.—The Supreme 
Court will next Monday adjourn until tha fall 
term. A nnmber cf decisions are announced. 
Chief Justice Waite and Justice Gray will 
accompany General Sherman and party to 
the Yellowstone Park. Juntico Miller will 
go as f \r West r.s Puget Sound. Justice Field, 
after disposing of several important case» in 
his city, contemplates a trip to Japan. The 
movements of the other Justices have notyet 
been plauned. 
Adirondack Murray .tgaln. 
New Y ork, May 5th.—Adirondack Mur­ 
ray arrived yeslcrchy. Being interviewed, he 
said l “ I don’t went to be interviewed about 
anything. This interviewing is the curse of 
journalism iu America. I believe it is only 
the nationalization of a sewing eosiety. 
Thete a lot of women meet and pick their 
friends’ reputations to pieces tor tho delecta­ 
tion of tteir fcearets." Murray said he was 
going to bo in New York about six months 
and would then go to Europe, He was en­ 
gaged in writing a book on a subject con­ 
nected with the West, but would not talk 
about it at present. 
Denial of n Rnmor. 
New York, May 5th.—The Tribune says : 
“ A dispatch yesterday reported another 
HickE-Lord affair runaway match between 
John M. Quackmboes, of Brooklyn, and 
Mrs. Rsid, widow of Colonel Reid, brother 
of Whitelaw llsid of New York.” The 
groom says there was no runaway and 
there wiil be no Hicks Lord business ; and 
the stalement abont the bride is equally in­ 
exact, since Wbitelsw Reid’s only brother 
survived his wife eix months and has been 
dead for twenty years. 
A Vice Point of Law. 
Chicago. May 5th.—Before Judge Tutey, 
in the Circuit Court to-day, certain heirs con­ 
tested the payment of a bequest to a priest 
of the Roman Cotho’ic Church, to reimburse 
him for saying masses for the repose of the 
soul of the testator. The point urged by 
counsel for the heirs was that the money was 
expended for a superstitious use. The 
Court held ihit tlie objection could not hold, 
and that the bequest was valid under the 
State statutes. 
Vanderbilt's Dcpartnre. 
N ew York, May 5th,—William II. Van­ 
derbilt sailed for Europo to day. He intends 
to make only a short stay in England on this 
visit, and will return to New York again in 
four weeks. He will, however, spend the 
summer and part of the fall in Europe wiih 
several members of his family.

Hems Iroiu London. 
London, May 5,h.—American testimony 
to the moderation of the Irish Convention at 
Fhilade! ou'a excites n>UJ a8lf*oir.bmoat 
amone Eaglish sta'esmen, to whom the reso­ 
lution» are significant as eve wing a purpose 
to break np tho United Kiogdoi?. 
Trinco Botthoaiiy, the geutfemaa who fell 
de.id the other day on tbe Newmarket race 
course, has bequeathed the greater part of 
hi» personal property to a la«jy friend. The 
Prince’s family, regardless of the scandal 
which is likely to result from their action, In­ 
tend to dispute the will. Ou the other hand, 
the legatee is piepared to fight the family, on 
the ground that the Prince im ply honored 
his obligation iu leavirg biB property. 
Large puichases of war munitions are re­ 
ported in Germany on Chinese orders. An 
English hon’O has private advices from 
Shanghai, giving detaiL of ths extensive 
movement! of Chinese troops toward An- 
nim. 
The G.iv-rnraent does not intend 
mak’ng an early declaration of war, but will 
awLit the progress of the Fren:h expedition 
to Tonquin. 
_ Tho proj ot of a »eaond S icz Canal is rap­ 
idly taking Bhape, and, unb:ss delayed for 
political reason», will undoubtedly be devel­ 
oped at an early date. The present canal is 
u able to accommodate the traffic, snd it Í3 
probable that by the time the second is fin­ 
ished there will be enough business for both. 
With modern engineering and appliance», 
and the expsrience derived from building the 
prefent canal, there can be no question of tho 
commercial soundness of the new venture. 
Capital will be forthcoming in abundance iu 
London, without the slightest delay. The 
canal shares have fallen in Pari?, but De Les- 
scps treats tho English project with disdain, 
and pays no one knows better than Granville 
that it is impossible.

The rate for tbird-cla*s overland tickets 
has been raised, the average increase be­ 
ing §2 25. 
The Finance Committee of the Board of 
Education reports that at the end of the 
fiscal year there will be in the school fund 
a balance of §17,660 fi9. 
A man named C. E. Jacobs, apparently 
about 45 years of age, was found dead in 
a bath-tub at the Sanitarium Baths at the 
foot of Powell street, at a lat6 hour Satur­ 
day night. 
The total number of certificates thus far 
issued to Chinamen is 0,695. The steamer 
Coptic sailed Saturday with 103 China­ 
men aboard, ail having secured return 
certificates, 
S. O. Gregory, the Postal Clerk, who is 
charged with removing stamps from regis­ 
tered letters, waived an examination be­ 
fore the United States Commissioner, as 
the Grand Jury is now investigating the 
charge. 
Two additional libels were filed in the 
District Court against the Mexican gun­ 
boat Democrats, one by J. B. Jardine, for 
§2,500, for work done upon tho vessel, and 
the other by Goss & Dow, for §217 90, for 
articles cf machinery furnished. 
Paul Vandervoort, Commander-in Chief 
of the Grand Army cf the Republic, has 
issued a circular to the order, relative to 
the observance of Decoration Day. Assist­ 
ant Adjutant-General McCarty of the De­ 
partment of California has also sent direc­ 
tions to tho various Pests. All civil and 
military organizations in Bympathy with 
the occasion are requested to join in the 
service of the day. 
Auditor Edgar’s statement of final ac­ 
count with the Tax Collector of the per­ 
sonal property tax collections for 1882-83 
has just been made out. It shows that tbe 
total levy for State purposes was §299,­ 
591 94, of which $259,428 96 was actually 
paid in. There remains due §36,804 87. 
The levy for city and county purposes was 
§606,372 02, and of this amount >*>45,- 
0S1 32 was collected, leaving §60,569 46 
outstanding. 
The collections at the Internal Revenue 
office this month have been unnsnally 
heavy, owing to the large amounts received 
on account of the new law reducing tax on 
manufactured tobacco. From May 1st to 
May 5th, inclusive, the collections were as 
follows : Lists, §142 92 ; beer, §4,649 97 ; 
spirits, §29,685 60; cigars and cigarettes, 
§37,942 58 ; tobacco, §10,04 9 44 ; specials 
(liquors and cigars), §52,314 20; total, 
§134,7S4 71.

A CIVIL SERVICE 
REFORM OPPOR­ 
TUNITY. 
That the public sentiment has under­ 
gone £ most encouraging change in regard 
to the reform of the civil service, in the 
past two yearn, is patent to the most casual 
observer. W hat was hat a forlorn hope 
•when the Civil Service Reform Association 
was orgau'zeJ, is now a legion, and saving 
and excepting the machine politicians and 
bosses, may be said to embrace a ma­ 
jority of all the people. 
The reform 
has taken shape in a Congressional 
act and the appointment of a com­ 
mission, and both the great parties 
are pledged to its support. Even the po­ 
litical hacks have given in unwilling ad­ 
herence to the new Bystem, but arc secretly 
its enemies, aad will do, as they are doing, 
all they dare to bring the experiment into 
disrepute. 
Here ia Sacramento to-day 
there presents an opportunity for the test 
of sincerity in this matter on the part of 
the Washington authorities. 
There is 
reason to believe public expectation will 
be realized and the principles of the 
relorm applied. 
This journal would 
not be trae to its constant course in 
this matter were it to fail to doclare that 
the vacancj in the office of Postmaster of 
Sacramento should be filled by the appoint­ 
ment of John H. Lswis. For about twenty- 
two years he has been an attache 
of the office, aud for ths last seventeen 
years chief Assistant Postmaster, and dur­ 
ing the greater portion of that time the 
real Postmaster. In short, the subordinate 
has, at a meagir salary, been the working 
hand of the officials at the higher. The 
late incumbent, a prominent and respected 
citizen, now deceased, himself recognized 
the fact, acd is known to have been the 
advocate for ths promotion of his assistant, 
in whose favor he was about to resign, and 
whose knowledge and experience have been 
relied upon for over twenty years, and 
whose activity, honesty, fidelity and un­ 
questioned ability earned for him long 
since the right to promotion. W hat does 
civil service reform mean and promise? 
It means the application to the Govern­ 
ment service of the same rules that obtain 
in weil-regulated private bnsicess. 
It 
promises death to the plunder system; it 
guarantees the effective performance of 
public work. The “ spoils” practice, on the 
other hand, means paralysis for honest 
ambition in the civil service, for it places 
the subordinate forever at the mercy of 
caprice. It holds out no incentive to the 
subordinate to mike a career ; it means 
that he is forever to remain a drudge; it 
means that he is to be the slave of polit' 
ical chanca and official whim. The ten­ 
dency of this country is all toward making 
the Government service national service, 
for the people have arrived at last at a 
realization of ths truth that the “ spoils ’’ 
system gives no promise for the reform of 
abases, affords no guarantee of effectiveness 
of service; considers never that good be­ 
havior has any relation to tenure in office, 
and adds nothing whatever, like the pros­ 
pect and hope of promotion, to the strength 
of Government service. The people know 
now that the “ spoils ” advocates regard 
the civil service as a medium for drafts 
apon the public purse in reward for j 
support 
given 
Congressmen. 
W hit 
business man is there in the community 
but recognizes the fact that the removal of 
trusted, long-serving, competent servants 
in the various governmental departments 
is an injury to the public service ? What 
man is there but knows that the removal 


of these men is liable upon every tnrn of ^ 
the political wheel, unless the principles of 
civil service reform are applied? We hold 
that in all such cases as that now so prom­ 
inently before this community, the subordi­ 
nate who has been faithful, honest, effi­ 
cient, and has proven his fitness for the 
place, should be the preferred candidate, 
for while capacity and honesty should 
ever be the measure of fitness for all candi­ 
dates, all things being equal, the subordi­ 
nate in the line of promotion should have 
the preference. But without the applica­ 
tion of the principles of civil service re­ 
form, we have no line of promotion ; with­ 
out a line of promotion we can have no 
ambition ; without ambition we cannot be 
guaranteed ^effective service ; while the 
veriest dullard will realize that without 
the hope of preferment the best men 
cannot be retained in the public service, 
which should hold out hopes of advance­ 
ment somewhat approaching to equal, 
ity with those that offer in the private 
walks of life. 
Civil service reform 
is now beginning in the United States. It 
is no longer the butt of the bosses, and 
the sneers of the machine men are con­ 
cealed when it ia the topic. True, it is as 
yet an infant. It may be strangled in its 
cradle, and it assuredly will be if the peo­ 
ple do not nourish and protect it. We 
have faith that they will do so, for its 
principles are right principles, and the 
right must survive. As stated in the oat- 
set, a healthy growth of public sentiment 
in this matter has set in, and it behooves 
every good citizen to encourage aud stimu­ 
late it, by voice and performance. The 
growth of a nation is through intermediate 
stages of progress in the approach to the 
highest plane of political existence on 
which perfection aloae is possible, and 
whether that can ever be attained or not, 
the incentive to strive for it remains. One 
of these stages is civil service reform; 
upon that we have just entered. If we 
turn back naw future efforts to advance 
must be herculean, if indeed they will be 
at all possible. We believe it is the voice 
of the mass of this community, "as it is 
certainly the natural order in civil service 
reform, that the vacant Postmastership at 
Sacramento should be filled by the ad­ 
vancement of the Assistant. 


BARTHOLDI’S STATUE. 
Patriotic citizens of France, who hold 
the American Republic in high esteem, 
made an offer to the city of New York of 
a great statue of Liberty, the work of 
Birtholdi. It was accepted, and the con­ 
struction of the colossal figure to tower 
two hundred and twenty feet aloft in New 
York harbor began. But when the work 
had progressed some three years it was dis­ 
covered that the people of New York were 
exceedingly sluggish in raising the neces­ 
sary money to plant the foundations on 
Bedloe’s Island. The news of the failure 
to raise the funds, when "received in France, 
greatly chagrined the generous donors of 
tho superb statue. 
Thereupon it was 
quietly given out that some other American 
city might avail of the costly gift, and 
both Boston and Philadelphia manifested a 
disposition to take it. This epurred the 
laggard New Yorkers up, and §100,000 
speedily came into the hands of the local 
committee. This gives assurance that the 
remaining §100.000 will be raised, and next 
Wednesday General Stone, late of the 
Egyptian army, and once a resident of 
California, will break ground for the 
foundations, he being tho engineer in 
charge. An amusing incident in this con­ 
nection was the offer of the people of Ari- 
zuna, through A. C. Houston, of Casa 
Grande, to raise the money far the pedestal 
if New York failed to do so. The Amer­ 
ican metropolis after this must look upon 
this active Territory with feelings of pro­ 
found respect. 


DISAGREEING LEADERS. 
How party men and organs differ. 
Said Mayor Carter Harrison when he ex­ 
ploded his political dynamite shell at the 
Iroquois Ciub dinner, “ Make free trade 
or your tariff for revenue a plank in your 
next resolutions and you will split the 
Democratic party. You do not win from 
the Republican party one single one of its 
adherents.” Said the San Francisco Exam­ 
iner of Saturday, “ A level-headed tariff 
mangoes in for revenue only.” Says Mr. 
Watterson for the Democracy of Ken­ 
tucky, “ Refuse us a free trade plank in 
the platform and the South is lost.” Says 
Mr. Randall for Pennsylvania, 
“ The 
straggling industries of the country muBt 
be protected.” Says the New York Sun, 
“ Abandon all tariff plankB ; it Í9 not to 
b8 made a national issue iu a Presidential 
campaign with safety to the Democratic 
party.” Says the Nashville American, 
“ Tho Democracy of Tennessee want no 
free trade plank forced upon them.” All 
these men and papers are insincere. What 
they desire most is the success of party. 
The welfare of the country is a secondary 
consideration, and hence their “ trouble” 
so early in the day as to the fcrmation of a 
platform'.

Both cages were 
on top at the time—one secured by a clutch 
and the other free. They got on the former, 
and ihi engineer commenced lowering them, 
at the samo time letting the empty cage down 
with the brake. When a distance of 350 feet 
from the bottom the unloaded cage got away 
from the engineer and started down with ter­ 
rible velocity.

RACES IN THE MUD. 
The Dilemma In Which ths Pacific Blood 
Horse Association Found Itself. 
The Pacific Coast Blocd Horae Associa­ 
tion found itself between the horns of a 
dilemma at Oakland Saturday afternoon. 
On the one hand the etiquette, and, indeed, 
the rales of a lacing meeting forbid the 
postponement of a stake race. On the 
other hand it coaid be seen at a glance that 
the track was hoof-deep in mud, while an 
inspection of the course from a buckboard 
showed it to be soft and slippery all 
round, with a rather ugly-looking break at 
the bridge. Some of the officers were in 
favor of having tbe races, mud or no mud, 
bat the trainers and owners fought shy of 
running with a chance of a fall, and the 
certainty of spoiled colors and slow time. 
After some mbit ration it was agreed that 
Winters’ chestnut filly, Callio Smart, 
should walk over the track for the forfeit 
money—some §700—of the Gano stake. 
This was done, and Mr. Winters, holding 
the money in trust, will turn it over to the 
Association, to be run for by those eligible 
to this same race next Wednesday. A sim­ 
ilar course was pursued with the Spirit of 
the Times stake, for which there were 
twenty-eight nominations, with §25 forfeit 
and §300 added, Gano doing the walk-over 
in this instance, and E. J. Baldwin becom­ 
ing the trustee. 
The third race, a purse of §150, daah of 
two miles, for all ageB, was run. The 
starters were W. M. Murray’s sorrel horse 
Sam Stevenson and Theodore Winters’ sor­ 
rel mare Atalanta. The affair was con­ 
ducted with all the gravity in the world ; 
jockeys were weighed, colors wero insisted 
o d , time was taken and rules were enforced. 
The horse got the pole and the two went 
sloshing cff, the mare leading. At the 
lower turn, however, the horse ungallantly 
went ahead, widening the distance all the 
time, until, passing the stand on the first 
mile, he was six lengths to the good, in­ 
creasing it at each flounder and splashing in 
on a canter, mud flying and colors daubed, 
in the astonishing time cf 4:16. 
There being nothing left but the consola­ 
tion puise and the hurdle race, it was then 
formally announced to the bewildered spec­ 
tators standing under the shelter of the 
porch that these and the two stakes would 
be run for on Wednesday next at 2 r. M. 
No pools were sold, no admission charged, 
but the attendance was surprisingly good, 
and if the §5,000,000-rain had not come, 
it would certainly have been by far the 
most exciting day of the meeting. The an­ 
nouncement was made that the Alma Stuart 
Stanley colors would be presented to George 
Ilowson, as the winner of Ijist Wednesday's 
three quarters of a mile Red repeat race, 
at the Grand Opera House by the actress 
Saturday evening, and that the rheumatic 
chevalier would ride in the crimson and 
gold on Jim Douglas on Wednesday next.

rolled over and turned a complete somer­ 
sault, landing on his back, all his four legs 
quivering in tüe air. The mare had to 
atop suddenly short and throw herself 
back cn her haunches, or she would luvc 
been on the top of him. It was a moat ex­ 
citing gallop. The animal was quite dead.

W ildernesses of Canary B irds. —The 
recent annual repoit of the Hildcsheim 
Boaid of Trade closes the chapter on the 
purchase and sale of animal products with 
an allusion to a branch of trade no longer 
uncommon within the sphere of its action. 
The firm of C. Reiche, in Alfeld, dealers 
in animals, originally raising and selling 
canary birds only, but of late years a rival 
of the great Hamburg house of Hagenbeck, 
appended a detailed statement of sales of 
wild beasts, ruminants, pachyderms and 
birds, which its travelers in Africa and 
Australia had purchased, as well as of ca­ 
nary birds bought and exported to countries 
beyond the seas. The increase in the im­ 
portation of foreign singing and ornamental 
birds during 1SS2, over 60 per cent, of 
which were resold to foreign countries, was 
a remarkable one. The firm bought in 
Germany 42,000 male and 20,600 female 
canaries, besides 4,300 wild birds; a total 
of 66,900 birds, of which 48,200 were sent 
to the United States, 1,500 to Sonth Amer­ 
ica, 1,200 to South Africa, 13,000 to Eng­ 
land ; the remaining 3,000 died. Of for­ 
eign animals there were imported by the 
house 90 wild beasts, ruminants and pachy­ 
derms, 200 long-legged and other large 
birds, besides 9,350 ornamental and sing­ 
ing birds from America, Africa and Aus­ 
tralia, of which 50 per cent, remained in 
Germany, the rest going to France, Bilgi- 
um, Holland, England and the United 
States. The food consumed by the birds 
alone amounted to the respectable quan­ 
tity of 27 tons, namely 19 tons of rape 
seed and S tons of hemp, millet and other 
seeds, besides ants’ eges, 1,200 pounds of 
biscuit and 9,600heoe" eggs,—[Paris Amer­ 
ican Register, 


Old Age.—The brain in old persons, at 
the age of 70, diminishes both in bnlk and 
density, and thus becomes lighter. Its ca- 
Íiacity for continuous hard work ia thereby 
essened as really as is that of the body for 
muscular labor. As an old man, however, 
has the accumulated knowledge, skill and 
practical experience of almost a lifetime, 
and that wonderful facility which comes 
of habit, he may, with good health and 
care, do much of his best work in the 
neighborhood, eay, of SO. He cannot bear 
mental strain, and he must not attempt 
mental “ spurts,” but he can still show 
himself a “ workman that needeth not to 
be ashamed.” Since, however, the brain is 
not firmly supported by the skull, and is 
lighter in texture, the blood vessels are 
more easily dilated or ruptured. The danger 
of paralysis and apoplexy is still farther 
increased, because the blood vessels become 
in old age more or less oseified aad brittle, 
and thus unable to sustain a sudden rush 
of blood. Tne aged should carefully abstain 
from every form of violent action, and in­ 
deed, from every violent emotion. The full 
term of toil, whether in roaring or sup­ 
porting children, or in the service of the 
public, earns a right to what is the normal 
physiological condition of age—freedom 
from all that annoys, perplexes, harasses, 
excites and burdens.—[Youth’s Companion.

CHANGED DAILY FOR THE RED HOUSE. 
THE 
GRAIN 
PEST. 


More About tbe 3 phis Avena and Reme­ 
dies Eecommended. 


An article by Prof. Dwinelle, in the 
Rural Press, contains the following in re­ 
lation to experiments affecting the plant- 
loose, or aphis, which is just now receiv­ 
ing considerable attention by farmers in 
many sections of the State. 
We have al­ 
ready given mnch space to the subject, de­ 
siring to furnish our readers with all the 
light that could be- given npon the ques­ 
tion. 
Prof. Dwinelle says : 
Much of the grain 
in and about Berkeley is very badly in­ 
fested and some of it dying. 
It seems 
almost bopeless to fight the pe3ts on large 
areas, but your readers may be interested 
in an experiment tried here in Berkeley 
last year on a small patch of barley. 
The 
grain looked sickly aud yellow when but a 
few inches 
high, and 
an examination 
showed that the roots, for some distance 
below the surface, were covered with a 
small aphis or plant-louse of a yellow color. 
Later tho leaves were infested with aphides 
which seemed like those on the roots, ex­ 
cept that they were of a dull green. 
Close 
search finally showed one at the crown 
of a plant having the hind part of the 
body, which had been shaded by the soil, 
still yellow, while the fore part of the body, 
which had been exposed to the light, was 
green. From this I inferred that this species 
at least, began its work on the roots, and, 
as tbe season advanced, worked upwards. 
If let alone it would probably have finally 
concentrated on the head of the grain, as 
noted in your recent article. 
The green 
color seemed to be developed by tbe action 
of the sunlight, as in the plant itself. 
Some gas lime, which had stood in the bun 
for several years and was quite dry, was 
dusted over tho grain through a sieve. One 
or two light showers fell within a day or 
two. 
About a week after the application, 
on close examination, I could cot find a hve 
aphis on the grain, above or below groucd. 
Experiments are now under way on the 
University grounds which m&y lead to val­ 
uable results. 
It is probable that the best 
treatment for some of the badly-damaged 
fields would be to sow the infested spots 
with lime, plow the green grain under and 
sow with buckwheaC 
Tnis last plant is 
noted for resisting insect attacks, and, if 
plowed under when rank and green, is said 
to exterminate those in the soil. 
The following letter has been received 
upon the same subject from Dr. S. F. 
Chapin, of San Jose, State Inspector of 
Fruit Pests, who has given this pest gc-ti- 
siderable attention. 
He says : 
In pursuing investigations in grain fieldB 
iufested by the aphis aveiue, I have taken 
notes of some interesting points presented 
by the fields of P. G. Keith, of the Santa 
Clara valley. 
For convenicnoo, I will 
number these, which adjoin each other, as 
follows : 
Field No. 1—lied 
Australian wheat. 
The stubble from this field was pastured 
last staton. 
It wa9 plowtd about three 
inches deep, and sown after the first rains 
of the past winter. 
The grain came up 
early, and grew from six or eight inches 
high, when it was pastured off close to the 
ground by sheep and other stock. 
This 
pasturing was commenced about the middle 
of March. 
The wheat is now about two 
feet high, and no sphis can be found upon 
it. 
If the weather be favorable a fair 
yield is expected. 
" Field No. 2—White Australian wheat. 
This piece was rot iu grain last season, but 
used as a pasture the entire season. 
It 
was plowed about one month later than 
tbe foregoing ami about six ioches in 
depth, aud sown. 
Tbe wheat came up 
finely and has grown well, and ¡3 nowquite 
rank. 
In this case tbe field has not been 
pastured since the present crop was sown. 
It is now almost entirely covered with 
aphis. 
The stalks and leaves near the 
ground are 
turning white, 
while the 
top 
is 
very 
dark, 
unnatural 
in 
color, and almost black in places. 
Tne 
previous season's treatment of the field 
was regarded as most favorable for a good 
yield, but the prospect now is very poor, 
aud it is doubtful whether it will head 
out. 
As expressed by the owner, “ One 
acre of the first field is worth two of this, 
and perhaps four.” 
Field No. 3—Barley—This was treated 
last season same as No. 1, up to and in­ 
cluding the time of sowing the grain. 
It 
waa not pastured off, however, this spring, 
but wa3 left like No. 2 in this respect, and 
with precisely the same results, the aphis 
prevailing in immense numbers ever the 
entire field. Tho barle-y has already headed 
out, but a light crop is expected. 
A csreful consideration of the facts pre­ 
sented here would lead to the conclusion 
that the proper remedy for this pest had 
been found in the pasturing off the grow­ 
ing grain alter it had attained a hight of a 
few inches. 
As it is known that this aphis 
is ready to commence its work upon the 
new plant when the sap flows, it is quite 
clearly indicated that the pest had been 
completely eradicated from field No. 1 by 
the feeding of the stock upon it. 
With 
field No. 2 there was no stubble the past 
season, but thoroughly pastured, yet when 
deep plowing had been done (as has been 
suggested as a remedy), and the grain had 
come up, the aphis was there ready, 
and has been there ever since. 
Careful 
notes of the results upon this farm will be 
taken, and the facts here learned followed 
up the coming season. 
We have received from J. McCauley, of 
lone, a specimen of the insect pest found 
in that locality upon grain, and which is, 
npon examination by Matthew Cooke, pro­ 
nounced the same insect, the aphis avente, 
that is above referred to. 
A specimen re­ 
ceived from Merced is simply the rose 
aphis, which never interferes with grain, 
and tbe specimen furnished was not found 
thereon.
